PRESIDENT S ADDRESS. 

You will hear from the Officers Reports a record of the work 
accomplished or undertaken during the past year, and therefore it 
only rests with me to touch briefly upon some of the principal Council 
interests of the year. 

With the opening of the year 1905-6 the initiatory steps taken by 
the Standing Committee on Immigration towards establishing a 
Receiving Home for Women Immigrants demanded the attention of 
the Council. Through the kindness of His Honor the Lieutenant- 
Governor and Mrs. Clark the inaugural meeting for the consideration 
of plans to further the consummation of this very urgent need was 
held at Government House. Miss FitzGibbon was Convener of this 
Committee, and it is largely due to her indefatigable efforts that the 
" Welcome Hostel " is now estabished. 

Following close upon this we remember most pleasantly the recep 
tion to Lady Grey, and we again express our appreciation of the kind 
ness shown to us on this occasion by the Educational Association in 
placing the beautiful building, Annesley Hall, at our disposal. 

The public meeting at which the subject of the Indetermined Sen 
tence for Prisoners was so ably placed before us by Mr. Archibald, 
Dominion Parole Officer, and others, was an illustration of the good 
which this Council may accomplish in affording an opportunity for 
the discussion and consideration of matters of such grave import to 
our country. 

In the reports from the several Standing Committees reference 
will be made to the following four important matters which we 
brought before the Ontario Government recently : 

First " Custodial care of feeble-minded women." 

Second " That offices be included in and subject to The Shops 
Act, which is very necessary for the well-being of the women therein 
employed." 

Third " Compelling relatives to contribute when possible to the 
support of their aged and infirm poor." 

Fourth "That no insane person be committed to jail pending 
admission to an asylum." 

It is, therefore, unnecessary for me to enlarge further upon the 
desirability and importance of these measures. 

I desire to express to our Corresponding Secretary, Miss Hill, on 
my own behalf, and on that of my fellow-workers, appreciation of her 
most kind and unselfish efforts on behalf of the Council finances in 
giving us the course of most interesting lectures which will conclude 
on Saturday evening next, and which have been much enjoyed by all 
her audiences. 

One of the most gratifying features of the year has been the very

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large attendance at the Monthly Executive Meetings. Nothing can 
better further the aims and objects of the Council than this frequent 
drawing together of the representatives of societies whose aims and 
interests, while widely different, all tend in some way to the uplifting 
and betterment of social conditions, and whose federation forms the 
Council in which all co-operate for the common good. 

Another pleasant feature of the year was an evening I spent, 
together with some of our officers, as the guests of our two Jewish 
societies the Jewish Council of Women, and the Moses Montefiore 
Association. It is a benefit to us, as well as a pleasure, to be thus 
brought into direct touch with the officers and members of the feder 
ated societies. 

The fact that five organizations have joined the federation this 
year is certainly most encouraging, and I would here ask any of our 
members who are also members of societies that have not as yet 
affiliated, if they will not bring the subject before their respective 
boards. Unity is strength, and to accomplish the work that lies 
before us for the betterment of our city and our country we need the 
co-operation of all the women s societies, and will most cordially wel 
come the same. 

The meeting of the Executive Committee of the National Council, 
held in January, when the members were our guests, afforded us great 
pleasure and permitted many friends interchange of greetings and 
ideas. 

It was gratifying to us, the Executive of the National Council, 
that the invitation to the International Council to hold the next 
Quinquennial Meeting in Canada was accepted at the meeting in 
Berlin. This honor conferred by the women throughout the world on 
Canada was one of the principal subjects of discussion and conversa 
tion. 

All things being considered, it was decided that these great 
gatherings must take place in either Montreal or Toronto, and each 
Local Council in the Dominion is asked to record its vote in this mat 
ter, naming either Montreal or Toronto as the place of meeting. What 
the meetings will be, and what they will involve, will be brought 
before you this evening, and after hearing these details you will be 
asked to record your vote. 

Much work lies before this Council in the future, and many grave 
problems will come up for thought and consideration. Among these, 
there is nothing, perhaps, of more lasting importance than the ques 
tion of the " Prevention of Crime," and it is our hope that this may 
be laid before us at a public meeting, to be held at an early date, ly 
Dr. Gilmour, Warden of the Central Prison, who has had exceptional 
opportunities for studying this subject in all its bearings. 

I cannot close this brief review of the past year s work, and refer 
ence to that for the coming year, without thanking my fellow-officers 
for their faithful work, which has made possible the pronounced 
progress of our Council during the year just closed. 

It is with very sincere regret that the decision of our Treasurer, 
Mrs. Goad, not to accept nomination again this year has been learned. 
Her faithful and generous services to the Council have extended over 
a long term of years, and we feel that in asking her acceptance of a 
small gift we are but feebly expressing our appreciation of her 
devotion to the Council and its interests.

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CORRESPONDING SECRETARY S REPORT. 

In presenting the twelfth, annual report of the Local Council of 
Women of Toronto, I have the pleasure to announce the addition of 
four new affiliations, viz., The Girls Home, the Needlework Guild, The 
Graduated Nurses Association of Ontario, and the Women s Welcome 
Hostel. 

We welcome Mrs. George Kerr as a new life member ; also as 
individual members, Mrs. Walter S. Lee, Mrs. P. M. Mara, Mrs. Segs- 
worth, Miss Nothnagel, Mrs. Dawson, Mrs. Manly, and Mrs. Emma 
Allen, a life patron. 

Mrs. Goad has retired from the treasuryship after nine years of 
faithful work, but will continue her interest and help in other ways. 
The Executive feels under deep obligation to her. 

The care of the feeble-minded has occupied the committee in 
various ways. A deputation was arranged to wait upon His Honor 
Premier Whitney, who desired that it should be a large and represen 
tative one. It resulted in the fact that a bill will be brought before 
Parliament to enable them to deal with such cases in an efficient 
manner. 

The next clause advanced by the deputation was in relation to 
the discontinuance of sending the unfortunate sufferers from insanity 
to jails pending their admittance into an asylum. 

The third and last clause was the extension of the Shop Act to 
girls in offices, that is to say, that the same conveniences should be 
provided for girls in offices as the Shop Act enacts for those in shops 
and factories. This was in the request when it was first made to the 
Government, but for some reason the offices were omitted when the bill 
was passed. 

A fourth suggestion on this occasion was that relatives of aged 
and infirm poor should be obliged, when able, to contribute to their 
support in public institutions. While well received, it will take time 
for this application to bear frut. 

The Immigration Committee, especially the Convener, Miss Fitz- 
Gibbon, having done excellent and most arduous work in caring for 
women immigrants, especially those sent out by women immigrant 
societies, found that it was impossible to continue it without a home, 
which would afford them a temporary resting-place while looking for 
employment. 

An initial meeting was decided upon by the Local Council of 
Women of Toronto. The Lieutenant-Governor and Mrs. Clark most 
kindly invited the Council to the Government House for the purpose, 
with the result that a large deputation waited upon His Honor the 
Premier with the view of obtaining a grant to help towards establish 
ing such a home. The Government decided to grant $1,000 for the 
first year after it should be established. This is now an accomplished 
fact, as the Women s Welcome Hostel, 66 Wellesley Street, will show, 
and the grant of $1,000 is continued for the second year. Wednesday, 
31st ultimo, a very pleasant annual meeting was held, Miss Fitz- 
Gibbon, who has devoted so much time and energy to the care of 
immigrant girls, being the lady in charge. The Hostel is in the hands 
of an excellent committee. 

While on this subject it should be mentioned that Winnipeg and 
Montreal have such homes, and numerous girls eligible for domestic 
occupations were sent to those cities, for the English societies at last 
refused us anv more without suitable accommodation for them. 
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A public meeting was held to hear Mr. Archibald, Parole Officer of 
the Dominion, give an address on the subject of the indeterminate 
sentence, which he gave very clearly and forcibly, followed by excel 
lent addresses -from Dr. Gilmour, Warden of the Central Prison, Mr. 
J. A. Paterson, K.C., Mr. Hamilton Cassels, K.C., and Mr. Kelso. Mr. 
Archibald has addressed meetings on this subject in several parts of 
the Dominion, and has been received by large and deeply interested 
audiences. 

According to the suggestions in the two last-named reports, and 
keenly endorsed by your corresponding secretary, the days of meet 
ings of affiliated societies will be added to the lists of representatives 
in future reports. 

A letter has been received from Dr. Wood, Women s Medical Asso 
ciation, asking for the co-operation and help of the Local Council in 
securing the appointment of women physicians on the Board of the 
General Hospital. The Council agreed that they cordially sympathize 
with the Women s Medical Association in the matter, and a committee 
was appointed to ascertain particulars and to see the proper 
authorities. 

Last April the Council had the honor of giving a reception to 
Lady Grey, who was accompanied by her daughters, Lady Sibyl and 
Lady Evelyn, and Mrs. Hanbury Williams. The Educational Associa 
tion most kindly granted Annesley Hall for the purpose. The Chan 
cellor, Mrs. Burwash, and Mrs. Massey-Treble were present, and with 
the Dean, Miss Addison, and the young lady students, exerted them 
selves in extending noble hospitality to the Council and their guests. 
It was a lovely spring day, the floral tributes were beautiful, and Mrs. 
Timothy Eaton contributed greatly to the scene by supplying decora 
tions of flags most artistically draped. 

On January 5th we had the great pleasure of welcoming the 
National Executive to Toronto. The Woman s Art Association invited 
the ladies to meet in their Gallery. The luncheon was arranged in a. 
private enclosure at Simpson s, was excellent and well served. The 
Woman s Art Association supplied afternoon tea. 

The ladies who came from out of town were : Mrs. Thompson v 
President, St. John, N.B.; Mrs. Sanford, Treasurer of the Interna 
tional Council ; Mrs. Frost, Treasurer of the National Council ; Mrs. 
Gibson, President, Hamilton ; Mrs. Hoodless, Hamilton ; Mrs. Asa 
Gordon ; Mrs. Passmore; Mrs. Waycott, acting Rec.-Sec.; Miss Mc 
Gregor. New Glasgow ; Mrs. Drummond, Kingston.

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REPORT OF STANDING COMMITTEES 



OBJECTIONABLE PRINTED MATTER. 

The members of the Local Committee on Objectionable Printed 
Matter beg to report that four meetings have been held, three in 1905 
and the fourth on January 20th of the current year. On April 7th the 
Convener wrote to the Affiliated Societies, asking them each to appoint 
one of their number to be an interested member of this Committee. 
Twelve of them responded : The Aberdeen Association, the Alumnae 
Association of Victoria College, the Household Economic Association, 
the Round Table Club, the Ladies Monteflore Benevolent Society, the 
Rosedale League of School Art, the Toronto Humane Society, the 
Toronto Western Hospital, the W.C.T.U., the Women Teachers Asso 
ciation, the Women s Medical Association, and St. Agatha s Guild, 
whose representative, Mrs. Bissell, was appointed Recording Secretary 
of this Committee. 

In the early part of the working year Mrs. Gardiner, the Convener 
of the National Council s Standing Committee on Objectionable 
Printed Matter, staying at that time in Toronto, was so kind as to 
attend two of the Local Committee Meetings, and suggested that this 
Committee should endeavor to obtain the consent of the Local Council 
of Women, and other influential people in Toronto, to petition the 
City Council for a By-law to compel theatrical companies to confine 
their posters to the theatre doors. Many of these posters not only 
disfigure the city, but are also an incentive to crime, as was the case 
with those for the " Fabio Romani " vendetta play, of which the 
Convener complained to the Police Magistrate immediately before the 
kidnapping and murder of a Toronto child by a young girl. 

The members of this Committee also desire to draw the attention 
of the Toronto Local Council of Women to the fact that a large quan 
tity of objectionable printed matter, freely distributed over the city 
and exposed in shop windows, does not contravene the law and though 
realizing the harmful nature of this class of printed matter, the Com 
mittee have been unable to prevent its circulation. They are of the 
opinion that it is desirable the law on this subject should cover a 
wider field. Twice during the year the residents of Perth Avenue 
have complained to this Committee of just such publications sent out 
by the " Housefurnishing Company," and to this category belong the 
" Liars License," certain books on Physical Culture, etc. 

The attention of this Committee was recently drawn to the pub 
lication in a Toronto newspaper of a series of detective stories, which 
were a relation of facts concerning living persons whose actual names, 
places of abode and crimes were given, though they had long since 
undergone their punishment. The members of this Committee feel 
that such publications should be prevented, but as they understand 
the Hamilton Local Council is moving in this matter, nothing further 
than their sympathy and support seems to be required. At the same 
time the members of this Committee consider that a great deal of 
unnecessary publicity is given to details of crime and other unsavory 
subjects, and they would be glad if some plan could be .devised to 
prevent these sensational newspaper reports, which evilly excite the 
imagination and are more apt to point the way to the criminally 
inclined than to make good citizens.

The daily appearance in our newspapers of disgusting advertise 
ments, the frequent complaint " that nasty so-called medical pam 
phlets " are distributed broadcast about Toronto, the accounts of the 
deaths of several children from the effects of swallowing " patent 
pills, thrown in at the door," combined with the stated wish, at one 
of their own meetings (October, 1904) of the Ontario medical pro 
fession, " to secure some legislation, in the interest of the public, com 
pelling the patent medicine companies to issue with each package of 
their medicines a formula of the composition of these patent medi 
cines," led to an appeal from the Local Committee on Objectionable 
Printed Matter to the Ontario Medical Association for advice on these 
points, and the following reply was received on June 8th, 1905 : 

" ONTARIO MEDICAL ASSOCIATION. 
" Report t&gt;y the Committee on Ethics. 

The Committee, having had under consideration a communica 
tion from the Toronto Local Council of Women in regard to unseemly 
and disgusting literature, such as the so-called medical booklets and 
pamphlets, sent broadcast through the mails, begs to express complete 
and thorough approval of any and every effort that will be likely to 
accomplish the prevention of the dissemination of such literature aa 
will be deleterious to the public at large and beneficial only to the 
financial spirits promoting such. 

" At the same time your Committee beg to suggest that better 
work should be done in suppressing the filthy advertisements fre 
quently found in our daily newspapers, and even in the various 
denominational journals, and respectfully urges that the sympathy 
not only of the Council of Women but of everyone who desires the 
maintenance of a proper standard of ethics in our Province should be 
solicited in this matter. 

" Signed by the Chairman of the Committee." 

The attention of the Committee having been drawn to the most 
objectionable picture post cards in a window on King Street West, the 
Staff Inspector was communicated with and the following answer 
received in September, 1905 : " In reference to indecent post cards, 
etc., you will have seen per newspapers that the offending party was 
named in Court and a conviction secured. The man was allowed to 
go on suspended sentence, with a pronounced warning to him and 
others as to what the punishment will likely be in future should 
there be any more cause of complaint. Thanking you for having 
called my attention thereto." (Signed by Staff Inspector.) 

The Convener, by request of the Committee on Arrangements, pre 
sented a paper on Objectionable Printed Matter, on November 8th, at 
the quarterly meeting of the Toronto Local Council, and she has kept 
up a frequent correspondence with the Convener of the National 
Council s Standing Committee, whose latest request is " that any pam 
phlets, paper, card, or printed matter of any kind not bearing the pub 
lisher s name, may be procured and sent to her, as she is trying to 
bring all these publications under censorship." 

.The members of this Committee desire (1) to warn all young 
women and girls seeking positions of the many trap advertisements 
which are so remunerative to the advertisers and to the newspapers 
which print them but so sadly expensive to the victims who answer 
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them ; (2) to suggest particular care about "all things given away" 
offered as prizes or to sell for prizes or premiums and " thrown in at 
the door," to beware of cigarette packages and picture post card 
exchanges.

REPORT ON " AGRICULTURE." 

At the request of the Secretary, the Department of Agriculture 
has furnished, through Mr. G. A. Putnam, Superintendent of Women s 
Institutes, a few statements which it is thought may be of interest 
to your Board. 

Women s work in agriculture, as that term is usually understood, 
is practically unknown in Canada, particularly in Ontario. It is true 
that there are in Ontario three or four cheese factories owned by 
women, and in two instances the practical work is partly performed 
and wholly superintended by women, but the number of ordinary 
farms, private dairies, poultry farms, fruit farms, vegetable gardens, 
etc., owned or rented and managed by women in Ontario is hardly 
worth mentioning. The part taken by women in agriculture consists 
generally in the mother, daughter, or older sisters, supplementing the 
work of grain growing, feeding of live stock, production of milk, etc., 
by keeping a few fowl, making butter, or following some other " side 
line." 

It is true that upon the death of the husband or father the widow 
or daughter will sometimes successfully manage the farm for a few 
years, and in some cases- for a number of years ; but we seldom see 
women purchasing a farm, secure the necessary stock and imple 
ments, and start in to gain a livelihood from that industry. 

When we consider the fact that over ninety per cent, of the house 
wives of Ontario carry on their work without the assistance of 
domestic help, we can easily see that there is little time or oppor 
tunity for them to carry on work of a purely agricultural nature. 

One of the greatest drawbacks to farming operations at the pres 
ent time is the difficulty of securing either male or female help. 

It is true that many mothers and daughters on farms raise a 
number of fowl, producing a quantity of eggs, make a limited amount 
of butter, and in some instances grow small fruits for sale. But a 
regrettable fact connected with it is that in some cases the surplus 
cash from this source is given to the man of the house to assist in 
making payment either on a mortgage or upon bills for the purchase 
of implements, stock, etc. 

It must not be gathered from the above that there are no oppor 
tunities for industrious and competent women to make at least a fair 
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living by growing small fruits, vegetables, raising fowl, etc. The 
demand in Ontario for office help, factory employees, and the high 
wages paid for domestic service are such that a large percentage of 
women are more certain of making a fair livelihood by entering such 
occupations, rather than by going into the uncertainty of agricultural 
pursuits. 

For the present, at least, there seems little likelihood of women 
entering the field of agriculture in Ontario, unless it be in cases where 
a large capital is available and the work can be undertaken on a scale 
which would warrant the employment of a manager. 



WOMEN S BUILDING, CANADIAN NATIONAL EXHIBITION. 

Your Committee beg to report another successful year in the Exhi 
bition which was held last August-September. The exhibits in com 
petition were on the whole more numerous and of better quality than 
before, and this was especially noticeable in the children s work. 

Your Committee have added, and intend to add to the list of 
prizes offered, some specially suitable for boys work and their pur 
suits, and have consulted with several boys who are interested in the 
subject, who have given them suggested additions for the prize list. 

A noticeable feature of the exhibition in the Women s Building 
last year was the fine display of homespuns and other home industries 
made by the Woman s Art Association, and the result was that many 
people were made aware for the first time of much beautiful work 
that is being done in the women s homes, and this of course will help 
to enlarge the market for these industries. 

It must be remembered by the members of this Council, and by 
the public generally, that the reason of the interest taken by the 
Council in exhibition work in Victoria, Vancouver, New Westminster 
and Halifax, as well as here, is the educational opportunities that it 
affords, which is its chief value. Through this means many thousands 
of women are reached, and the desire for excellence in all branches 
of women s work may thus be strengthened in them. 

For that reason your Committee especially regret that for the last 
two years they have not had the use of the Demonstration Hall where 
formerly kindergarten classes, cooking classes, and classes in manual 
training were held, and much interest was aroused in these more 
modern branches of school work among thousands who had never seen 
them in operation before. 

For this reason also your Committee are most anxious to include 
a loan exhibition of excellent work of all kinds, and they will be most 
grateful for help in the matter, either from those who have such 
work to loan, or who may know where it may be had. 

Last year practical demonstrations were given in spinning and 
weaving, so that many might be interested in the revival of these 
almost forgotten industries of the home, for as a market is now 
assured for all excellent handwork of the kind, if done with accuracy 
and good taste, it is hoped that many young women on the farms may 
learn to prefer it rather than that of the factory or shop, away from 
home, and amid the temptations of a city. , 

Another demonstration which was of very great interest to the 
spectators was that of the kitchengarten work, when a number of 
little girls, under the direction of Miss Faircloth, did housework in 
miniature to the time and music of their songs. It is probable that 
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those who in their young childhood have thus been taught to do com 
mon things uncommonly well will never have the distaste for the 
ordinary household duties that unfortunately is felt by some of their 
elders. 

Your Committee will therefore again ask for the help and co 
operation of the members of this Council in suggestions for the 
improvement of the work, by bringing to the notice of all who do 
good work, and who may be persuaded to exhibit, or who may be will 
ing to add to the Loan Exhibition.

CUSTODIAL CARE OF FEEBLE-MINDED WOMEN OF 
CHILD-BEARING AGE. 

Your Committee beg to report that the urgent need of this cus 
todial care, and its great economic importance to the country becomes 
more and more evident to those who have made any study of the 
question. 

That this is the case also in the Mother Country is evident from 
the fact that a Royal Commission has been investigating the problem 
for the last year, and some of the members of the same have been 
sent to the United States to visit the existing institutions for this 
class of patient, and to gather all possible information on the subject. 
One of the members of the Commission was sent over to see Mrs. 
Willoughby Cummings, having heard of her visit there when sent by 
this Ontario Government. Members of your Committee, therefore, 
gave Dr. Dunlop, of Edinboro, all the facts as they have been 
gathered by this National Council, and also took him to visit some 
of the institutions where women of this class are cared for until some 
more suitable provision for them can be made. The Commission after 
wards expressed their appreciation of the value of the knowledge that 
they had thus gained. 

Together with members and representatives of the other Local 
Councils of Ontario, your Committee went to meet the Premier and 
members of the Ontario Government in November last, again to ask 
for the institution that is so much desired. The deputation was kindly 
received, and we have reason to believe that the matter will be 
brought before Parliament at the coming session, the need for action 
being fully realized by the Premier and by the Superintendent of 
Public Charities. 

The question is often asked, "Will parents and others be willing 
to allow their girls to be placed in such an institution ?" To this the 
answer may confidently be given, " They will be only too thankful 
to avail themselves of such a place of safety for those whose condition 
is a source of the greatest anxiety to them constantly." 

Again it is asked, " How can it be decided whether a woman is a 
fit patient for such an institution ?" The answer again is that unfor 
tunately the demand for admission for those of whom there can be no 
doubt is already so great that there will not be room for any of the 
doubtful cases. 

In conclusion your Committee beg the active co-operation of every 
member of the Council in educating public opinion as to the need of 
such an institution, and especially to help by interesting any members 
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of the Legislature who are personally known, who, if the grave im 
portance of the matter to the country were understood, would 
earnestly support the proposal when it conies up in Parliament.

PEACE AND ARBITRATION. 

Your Committee find that there have been no local issues upon 
which to present a report on peace and arbitration, but we will 
attempt to present with as little detail as possible a resume of the 
more important facts of the past year. In the death of the United 
States Secretary of State, John Hay, the cause of peace lost a warm 
and influential friend. On the constructive side of the organization 
of peace among the nations he was in the front rank of peacemakers. 
He was known to be very desirous of furthering the organization of 
international arbitration as rapidly and as inclusively as possible. If 
he had carried out his desire he would have had the United States 
bound by treaty to arbitrate its differences with all the great powers 
of the world. 

In accordance with the plan inaugurated by the French peace 
makers three years ago a number of national peace conferences have 
been held subsequently in France, England, Italy, Germany, Scan 
dinavia, and one or two other countries. It is of especial interest to 
this Council to note that the British Congress which was held in 
Bristol the 28th and 29th of June, 1905, went beyond, in weight and 
significance, all previous congresses. Five hundred delegates from 
168 organizations in the United Kingdom were appointed, of whom 
more than 450 attended. The Bishop of Hereford, in responding to 
the speech of welcome, said, among other good things, that his visit 
to the Peace Congress at Boston, in 1904, had saved him from dis 
couragement, for, said he, " it would have been impossible to be pres 
ent at that Congress and to mix freely with the American people out 
side without feeling, however it might be in Europe, that in America 
the peace cause had a great power and a growing power, which was 
destined more and more to exercise an untold influence in favor of the 
peace of the world." The subjects dealt with in the Congress were : 
Arbitration ; the government being urged to refer all important con 
troversies to the Hague Court ; the relation of missionaries to inter 
national peace ; conscription ; organized labor and peace ; the pro 
motion of peace by education in schools and colleges ; the treatment 
of native races ; the press and war ; and the subject of armaments, 
upon which a strong resolution was passed. Great zeal and wisdom 
was shown in handling all these questions. Of great interest and 
importance was the Fourteenth International Peace Congress, which 
met in the Kursaal, Lucerne, Switzerland, on September 19th. Over 
four hundred delegates attended. If time permitted, much of interest 
could be told of the proceedings, but it must suffice to say that _so 
enthusiastic and encouraging were the reports from many countries 
that the indications were unmistakable of a broadening and deepening 
of the peace sentiment. Mr. J. Novicow, active promoter of the cause 
in Russia, reported that though nothing outward had been done in 
Russia since the Boston Congress, "Nevertheless, the frightful war 
had done much to promote the peace idea," and that the cause would 
at no remote day find in Russia one of its foremost champions, 
full report of this Congress may be read in the October. 1905, num- 
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ber of the Advocate of Peace, a journal devoted to the movement, 
which should be in the hands of all who desire to keep informed 011 
the subject, as well as to come into acquaintance with the great 
leaders in this matter. The periodical is published in Boston ; sub 
scription price, one dollar per year. What was known as the North 
Sea incident between Russia and England was, perhaps, one of the 
most important matters settled by arbitration during the past year. 
Prof. John Bassett Moore, reviewing the whole case, at the Mohonk 
Arbitration Conference, last June, concluded by calling attention to 
the fact that the case in question involved both the factors of national 
honor and vital interest, and its settlement was not only a proof of 
a growth in the world of a magnanimous and enlightened spirit, but 
it is to be placed among the great cases in which that mode of settle 
ment has brought peace with honor, to the lasting benefit of the 
powers immediately concerned and the great advantage of the whole 
world. 

When, on the last day of August, there came the announcement 
from Portsmouth that the long and terrible war between Russia and 
Japan was ended there was world-wide relief and joy. The action of 
President Roosevelt in urging the two nations to a conference had 
the strong moral support of King Edward and the warm approval of 
the English-speaking people on both sides of the Atlantic. The deep 
regret felt, and in many quarters warmly expressed, was that the 
dreadful conflict had not been avoided in the first place by a reference 
of the disputed questions to the Hague Court, where they would 
doubtless have been settled justly and honorably by the arbitrament 
of reason instead of that of brute force ! 

The attention of the civilized world is now turned to thoughts 
of the new conference which is again to be held at the Hague, upon 
a date not yet announced. That President Roosevelt, through whose 
initiative this has been brought about, should step aside and secure to 
the Czar the honor of leading in convoking the Congress is an act of 
great and thoughtful courtesy, worthy the great head of a great 
nation, and one which must be deeply appreciated by the Czar, who 
called the first meeting at the Hague, and who is believed to have 
suffered very deeply from the discredit which the late war cast upon 
him as a promoter of peace. There is every indication that the Con 
ference will be in the interest of a great constructive peace move 
ment. At the first Conference twenty-six nations were represented ; 
the number will be increased to forty-four in the next. The Advocate 
of Peace makes this ap_peal : " Let the Conference be talked about,, 
written about, and resolved about, prayed and preached about until 
the whole public atmosphere becomes surcharged with the force of 
it." If the delegates from each nation should go to the Congress with 
the support of the overwhelming majority of their countrymen 
unequivocally expressed in favor of peace and arbitration, the un 
doubted result would be a triumph for Christian civilization ! 

May we be permitted to speak for a moment of a few near-at-home 
facts, encouraging and suggestive. A Peace and Arbitration Society 
is in process of organization in New York City, with Dr. Jefferson, 
pastor of the Broadway Tabernacle, as Chairman and Dr. Ernst 
Richard, of Columbia University, Secretary. Andrew Carnegie sent 
the following telegram : " Heartily approve proposed Peace and Arbi 
tration Society. Hope it will be formed. War is the greatest of all 
evils !"

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VACATION SCHOOLS AND PLAYGROUNDS. 

The Vacation School held its first session during the months of 
July and August, 1905, in the Elizabeth Street Public School bulilding, 
die use of which was kindly granted by the trustees. Elizabeth Street 
School, it may be stated, is situated in the centre of one of the most 
populous and poorer districts of Toronto. A great deal of the eminent 
success of the new venture is attributable to the fact that the Com 
mittee in charge made such a happy choice of the teachers, and the 
school also had the benefit of the services of many capable and inter 
ested volunteer assistants. These advantages, coupled with the fact 
that the locality was so well chosen, led to results of a most edifying 
nature. 

A regular kindergarten class was held every morning from nine 
to noon, for the little folks, while the older children assembled in 
different rooms for special forms of manual training. Basket-making, 
weaving, paper-folding and cutting, dolls dressmaking, and the mak 
ing, furnishing and peopling of a huge dolls house, were some of 
the occupations provided for busy fingers, in the mornings, and 
during the afternoons games of all sorts were engaged in, from basket 
ball to dolls tea-parties. 

One of the special features of the school was an immense " sand- 
heap " for the wee tots. Never was it seen quite deserted, not even 
in a shower of rain. 

Every morning a small army of little ones in charge of " lesser 
ones " (and often these again in charge of least), might be seen wend 
ing its way toward the Vacation School, bearing weapons of warfare 
in the shape of shovels, iron spoons, pails and tin dishes of all 
descriptions. If some of our wealthy citizens had seen the sight, and 
witnessed the joy that plain-looking heap of yellow sand more pre 
cious far in childish eyes than grains of gold gave daily, throughout 
the hottest of our summer months, to dozens of youngsters, we do not 
think it would be long before we should have the desire of our Hearts, 
namely, a children s park or playground laid out to suit all the 
requirements of the little women (i.e. the elder sisters) and their 
charges. What a load would be lifted from many young shoulders if 
there were only such a place " to take baby to." 

One such little woman of our acquaintance begged so hard to be 
allowed to accept the offer made by the Fresh Air Association, of a 
two weeks holiday in the country, on the plea that she had " done 
nothing but mind babies all her life." She was about twelve years 
old. Poor child, her mother would not, or could not, grant her request. 

Failing the longed-for children s park, our noble sand-heap did 
what it could, through rain and shine, to, supply the need. 

We cannot conclude this brief record without an expression of 
.heart-felt thanks to the kind friends who so willingly provided the 
necessary funds ; there was nothing lacking. The volunteer assist 
ants, too, are gratefully included in this remembrance.

DOMESTIC SCIENCE. 

The Committee finds each year a growing interest in the question 
of domestic science and its needs and usefulness. 

Lately an offer was accepted from Mr. E. R. Wood to place in the 
Nurses Residence of Grace Hospital a fully equipped kitchen for five 
workers, and to provide a qualified teacher for a year. It is hoped 
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the good work will be carried on, after this first year has demon 
strated the advantage to the nurses, in being instructed in the culin 
ary art of preparing dainty and nutritious foods for the sick. This 
field of usefulness can be readily realized. In selecting young women 
for training, preference is already given to those who have studied 
Domestic Science. 

Then we find much good work being done at the Lillian Massey 
Normal Training School of Household Science, under the direction of 
Miss Laird, one of the members of this Committee. Here young 
women making Eomestic Science a life study may secure their 
diplomas for teaching, and those working for the degree of Bachelor 
of Household Science in the University of Toronto also receive train 
ing, and housekeepers, wishing to become more efficient, may take a 
course in Domestic Science in all its branches or in those in which 
they feel the greatest need. And again, thanks to the generosity of 
Mrs. Massey-Treble, the Mission children attend, also two classes from 
the Girls Home, receive instruction by the Senior Normal students, 
and prove in both cases the wisdom of teaching the poor to prepare 
palatable dishes from inexpensive material. The lasting good to these 
children can hardly be overestimated. 

Turning to the Technical High School, under Miss Davidson s 
able superintendency, we find in the day school a course outlined for 
the girl leaving the public school, also one for housekeepers, and a 
preliminary course for those making hospital training a profession, 
also classes for cooking and sewing for special students. There are, 
in addition, 260 night students. A prize given for Domestic Science by 
the Canadian Household Economic Association was won by Miss 
Lennon, as head of the first year night class. Special lectures are 
arranged each year, open to the public, on domestic problems, and 
such well-known speakers as Dr. Sheard, Dr. Helen MacMurchy, Dr. 
J. O. Orr and Miss Semple having kindly lectured in the past. 

The Macdonald Institute of Guelph, though first intended for 
teaching the farmers daughters, has spread its work greatly througa 
having the advantage of such a fine residence. Girls from the citieo 
and many from the Provinces, also our cousins from across the line, 
are availing themselves of the opportunity of studying here. 

It is a revelation to visit the Toronto Public Schools on Domestic 
Science day and watch the miniature women perform their house 
hold duties with precision and care, just as their seniors do in the 
homes, and the merry maids show by their happy expressions that 
they thoroughly enjoy their tasks. Many of the towns throughout 
Ontario and the Eastern Provinces are taking up this work. The 
press of our country has latterly called the attention of the thinking 
public to the great evil existing through so much adulterated food 
being offered on the markets. We wish to impress upon the home- 
makers this fact, as much as possible, so that they may refuse all 
foods that are not of a high standard either in quality or freshness. 

Miss Davidson prepared and read a most instructive paper before 
the National Council, which met last June, on " The Care of Foods 
Offered for Sale." We feel that this question is one that the house 
keepers can regulate in a measure. 

Your Committee regrets to report the withdrawal through illness 
of its able Convener, Miss C. E. Lawson, who is always so interested, 
and who took great trouble in preparing a lengthy report of a sub 
committee instructed by this Council to look into the deplorable state 
of some of the canning factories.

WOMAN S CHRISTIAN TEMPERANCE UNION. 

The motto of the Woman s Christian Temperance Union this year 
is the one adopted by all Christian workers throughout the world, 
viz., " Lord, send us a revival, and let it begin in my heart." As tem 
perance workers we feel that the first part of this prayer would be 
the most effective temperance legislation we could desire, and the 
last part the best equipment for service. To Toronto that revival has 
come, and we pray it may continue till the heart of every worker in 
this great sisterhood of women s societies is touched and filled with 
the spirit of love and helpfulness, and thus equipped for the work 
God has given into our hands. 

Last year we reported having secured Miss Cowan as Traveller s 
Aid at the Union Station, and this year we have another new step 
to report, which is not an addition to our twenty-six departments of 
work, but an advance step in our Evangelistic Department. Miss Cook, 
who for so many years has been our efficient Flower Mission Superin 
tendent, is now our Evangelistic visitor as well, and her monthly 
reports, like Miss Cowan s, show how much mothering this old world 
needs, and the necessity for consecrated women workers to help 
combat the powers of the Prince of Darkness. 

Our membership has increased slightly, there being 865 active 
and about 70 honorary members, which, with the honorary members 
of our fifteen local Unions in the city, make up the number to over 
one thousand. 

One of our departments of work has recently, through the criti 
cism of the press and pulpit, been brought prominently before the 
public, and it is one which should interest the many affiliated societies 
of this Council of Women. I refer to woman s franchise, which has 
been seriously threatened because of the failure of the License Reduc 
tion By-law voted on by the municipal electors on New Year s Day. 
Our white ribboners worked with the same earnestness of purpose 
which has ever characterized their efforts when moral issues were at 
stake, but the city which, without the woman s vote, gave a tem 
perance majority at the Referendum, failed to carry such a partial 
temperance measure as the wiping out of forty liquor licenses out of 
the two hundred in our city, and the blame was laid at the door of 
the women voters, who comprise but one-eighth of the city s voting 
power. 

Now, while there are less than 8,000 women votei s, and about 
24,000 men s votes were unpolled on New Year s Day, we feel within 
the mark when we lay at least seven-eighths of the blame on the men ; 
yet the fact is apparent that there were many apathetic women also, 
and it is the manifest duty of our various woman s organizations to 
institute an educational campaign among our women voters, which 
will bring home to each her great privilege and its consequent respon 
sibility. Hoping this will commend itself to your influential organiza

His lyrics have been taken up for discus 
sion, and quotations from his works were given by the various mem 
bers. The study of Shakespeare s " As You Like It," Newman s life 
and his writings. Some of his poems have been memorized. His 
" Dream of Gerontius " was given its first reading on the 5th inst., 
and Miss D Entremont s paper on his early life gave a deal of informa 
tion to many not well up in Newman. An excellent paper on his 
" Apologia " was written and read by Miss Helen McMahon. 

Last March we were indebted to Mr. E. J. Kylie, B.A., Toronto 
University, for an interesting lecture on Mrs. Meynell and Frances 
Thompson, at which there were eighty-five or ninety members and 
their friends present. Being personally acquainted with the writers, 
the lecturer was able to state facts, and his audience was both in 
structed and entertained. Mr. Kylie has also promised us a lecture 
for March 26th on " Oxford," which same will be interesting on 
account of our study of Newman. 

Dr. Aymot has kindly consented to lecture within a few weeks. 

It is a notable fact that not a few of the members were allowed 
the privilege of voting at the recent municipal elections. It is hardly 
necessary to say same were cast in the interests of education and for 
Miss Clara Brett Martin. 

The members continue to evince the greatest interest in the work 
of the Association, that of fostering the love and study of good 
reading.

TORONTO BRANCH OF THE VICTORIAN ORDER OF NURSES. 

It is very pleasant to be able to begin our report with th e usual 
statement, that this year s work has been an advance over all previous 
years. We have more than held our own. We have made increase in 
many directions. During 1905 our nurses have cared for 522 patients, 
to whom 6,842 visits have been made, 500 of which have been night 
calls. 13 new doctors have been added to our list. $1,731 has been 
contributed by grateful patients ; 9 nurses have received appoint 
ments in the Order ; the increase over 1904 has been 23 more patients, 
512 more visits, 13 new doctors, $139.60 more in fees, and 2 more 
nurses appointed to posts. The nurses success, has we think, been 
very good : 419 of our patients have fully recovered, 43 have im- 
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proved, 31 remained unimproved, 15 were sent to hospitals, and 14 
have died. The deaths have been caused : 2 from heart disease, 4 
from pneumonia, 1 from consumption, 1 from cancer, 1 from appen 
dicitis, 1 from blood poisoning, 1 from apoplexy, 1 from cholera 
infantuin, 1 from marasmus (infant). Since the opening of the 
Home we have now had under our care 1,529 maternity cases, with a 
record of only 2 deaths. 

About our maternity work during the year we can only say that 
things have gone very well with us. All our cases have recovered, and 
the benefits of the trained nursing have been greatly appreciated by 
the patients, their friends, and the medical profession.

LAWS FOR THE BETTER PROTECTION OF WOMEN AND 

CHILDREN. 

It is my pleasing duty to present the report on the " Laws for 
Better Protection of Women and Children," and beg to report as 
follows : 

First, as to questions referred by Council Workers, secondly, as to 
the work investigated. 

As the result of a paper on " Chattel Mortgages," read at Winni 
peg Annual, this question was referred to the different Councils : " Are 
not chattel mortgages an absolute detriment to society, and if the 
latter, could not some means be devised whereby the charging of 
exorbitant interest could be prevented ?" 

On investigating this subject, there are many grievous points of 
difficulty to be considered. The class of case seeking relief, by this 
procedure, are nearly always reduced to their last point financially, 
and their necessities and ignorance make them easy victims to the 
money-lender oftentimes willingly agreeing to pay any rate of inter 
est, or ignorantly supposing the ten or twenty per cent, to be yearly 
instead of monthly. 

In defence of the money-lender, the security offered is generally 
of little or no value, and for the party taking the risk, there is con 
siderable work entailed, and every probability of his losing both 
interest and principal. 

The next inquiry was concerning the advisability of establishing 
legal dispensaries where the poor could seek and obtain advices from 
the legal fraternity, as the same class now receive from the medical 
profession. 

The answer is an unqualified " Yes." 

To all demands, public or private, there is response, and so it 
would be in this case, if the question were agitated. 

Some twelve or fifteen years ago, a number of women in Chicago 
established such a centre, and were able to render great assistance to 
many of their sex. More recently, the same idea has been carried out 
in several towns of Germany. 

The next point referred was concerning " Life Insurance." Until 
recently, an insurance taken out in favor of a wife could not be 
diverted without her consent, nor taken for the husband s debts. In 
some of the Provinces this Act has been amended. 

According to the Ontario Statutes, the preferred beneficiaries con 
sist of husband, wife, children, grandchildren, or mother of the 
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Assured. Relations consist of the class known as " preferred bene 
ficiaries." 

The assured has the right, in writing, to vary the policy, or 
declaration, or apportionment previously made, so as to restrict, 
extend, transfer or limit the benefits of the policy to the wife alone, 
or to the children, or to one or more of them, or to mother or any 
other preferred beneficiary of the assessed, although the policy is 
expressed or declared to be for the benefit of the wife and children, 
or the wife alone, or of the child or children alone. And whatever 
the assured may do by writing, he may do by will, identifying the 
policy by number or otherwise. 

The statute further provides that where it is expressly stated in 
the policy that the beneficiary is a beneficiary for value, then the 
assured cannot divert the insurance monies from such beneficiaries. 

We also found that there is no provision in our statutes requiring 
insurance companies to give ample notice concerning the payment of 
the premium before being entitled to forfeit the policy for non-pay 
ment. The statute provides that payment may be made within 30 
days from and including the day on which the money is due, and such 
payment shall revise or renew the insurance. But there is no notice 
required to be given by the company, although they usually do give 
some notice, still it is not legally obligatory, and there ought to be a 
clear and explicit notification to the assured, that unless payment is 
made, this policy will be void after a certain time. 

Another point that requires attention is the fact that people may 
pay hundreds of dollars into the insurance companies, and then 
through a series of calamities, sickness, and financial reverses, the 
assured cannot pay up the premiums, and all that has been paid in 
this way is lost to their beneficiaries. x 

The law governing insurance companies should be amended in 
order that all monies, or a large portion, should be refunded, and even 
then the companies would be the gainers. 

We next directed our attention to the women and children 
workers in our factories and shops, to ascertain their condition and 
necessities. 

There is a great improvement in ventilation in many of the fac 
tories and workshops ; lack of ventilation is a most dangerous and 
insidious menace to the health and well-being of individuals, so it is 
indeed fortunate that most of the large factories are clean, well ven 
tilated, and well lighted, though there are still some workshops and 
factories that are yet ventilated by opening windows ; and here an 
incident is recalled to my memory of the ingenuity of a janitor of 
one of the Public Schools in this city, who in order to reduce the con 
sumption of coal, practically nearly closed the cold air draught, thus 
cutting off the supply of fresh air, totally ignorant of the enormity 
o his crime. While the effects of poor ventilation are slow, the 
results are exceedingly fine. 

Temperature is frequently too low, being oftentimes 50 degrees, 
usually 58. According to the Act, it should not be below 60 degrees ; 
even that is a trifle low. Then, on the other hand, one may encounter 
excessive heat, especially where the ventilation is not mechanical, the 
rcoms small, and the workers numerous. 

All workrooms should contain thermometers. 

The Ontario Factories Act states that all factories must be pro 
vided with one or more systems of fire escapes. From the devastat 
ing effects of large fires, the conclusions deduced are that no form of 
construction will withstand the ravages of fire that assails from both 
sides. 
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Past experience teaches that walls should be concrete, cement, or 
brick of a suitable thickness, with well designed openings, protected 
by iron shutters, supplemented by an asbestos covering ; on outside 
of building, a sufficient number of iron or other non-inflammable fire 
escapes, such fire escapes to consist of stairways, railings, iron 
ladders, and every storey should have suitable landings. 

The disastrous fires that have occurred during the past few years 
should induce people to seek and obtain further legislation on this 
all-important question. While in the Factories Act it is provided that 
fire escapes shall consist of iron stairways, etc., the Shops Act stipu 
lates only for wire or ropes, and still more unfortunate is the fact 
that there is no jurisdiction in the matter of warehouses, offices, and 
no real protection in stores. 

Elevators. There is much laxness concerning the running of 
elevators, and no inspection of them in stores and offices. Hotels have 
their own inspectors. The disabling of human beings, nay, the 
destruction of life itself, is altogether too lightly regarded. 

Great improvement has been effected since the amended regula 
tions, passed in 1903, but still further preventive legislation should 
be invoked, and none but capable people should have charge of 
elevators. 

Drinking water. In factories there are usually conveniences for 
drinking water on every flat. 

In spite of the fact that the Shops Act demands that employers 
provide sufficient seats for women and girls when they are not 
engaged in their work, the seats are mainly conspicuous by their 
absence. 

There is no real protection from fire, and no fire escapes worthy 
the name. 

Elevators are not inspected. 

Insufficient lavatory accommodation and oftentimes unsanitary. 
The lavatory conveniences for girls in offices require special atten 
tion. 

Ventilation in stores, workshops, largely inadequate, especially in 
tailoring establishments. These places often have small rooms, over 
crowded with workers, and absolutely no method of ventilation except 
by windows, which, of course, renders the temperature variable, and 
those near the windows exposed to cold draughts demonstrating the 
great need of thermometers in all factories, stores and workshops. 

Drinking water should be on every flat, either in washrooms or 
independent faucets, which is rarely the case. 

Our Factory Laws provide that children must be of the full age 
of fourteen. 

The Shops Act states that no child under ten may be employed, 
and yet these laws are disregarded much too frequently. Labor for 
adults is blessed, but the employment of children of tender years is 
a great blot upon our civilization, and nothing short of a social and 
national crime. These little victims are robbed of childhood, educa 
tion, health, happiness and oftentimes innocence. 

The haggard, prematurely aged faces of these helpless little ones 
should appeal to all a living sacrifice to the necessities, avarice or 
intemperance of their parents. Restraint and confinement at an age 
when all the muscles and faculties should have the greatest freedom 
ana care Is dangerous and pltiaoie. 

The years when mind and body are susceptible of the healthiest 
growth and the greatest development are spent in a monotonous round 
of indoor drudgery which undermines the constitution, stunts the 
intellect, and debases the higher nature.

While our factory laws are specific that children must be fourteen 
years of age, this does not apply to the canning industry, which un 
fortunately has no age limit, extending over four months of the year, 
and children are here employed from two years upwards, from early 
morning until late at night, shelling peas and plucking strawberries, 
the seal of wage being a few cents per day mothers and babes work 
ing f-rom five o clock in the morning until late at night. 

Most of these factories are very defective as regards cleanliness, 
ventilation and good drainage. As for separate sanitary conveniences, 
they are not thought about. This industry is an extensive and im 
portant one, yet the consensus of authority declares that though these 
factories are not amenable to the usual factory laws, no industry 
stands in greater need of definite and specific regulation. Then the 
housing of these people is particularly unfortunate, usually in the 
sheds attached to these factories, generally one room being utilized 
for all purposes, and in many instances large numbers of men, women 
and children live and sleep in this one apartment. 

The discomforts of such an arrangement can better be imagined 
than described, and personal cleanliness is an absolute impossibility. 

It is perhaps difficult in the present chaotic condition of society 
to demand that all child labor should cease, but certainly greater safe 
guards should surround these economic victims. No child should be 
employed among dangerous machinery, no child should operate a 
machine by its own physical strength, and no child should be per 
mitted to stand or sit all day. 

The employment of children in factories, stores and workshops 
is nothing short of a social and national crime, which in turn strikes 
at the necessity of the home and nation, but no evil is hopeless when 
its extent is known, for there is then hope of corrective methods. 
Before closing this part of our resume, we desire to express our great 
appreciation of the good accomplished by our women inspectors, and 
we ought to feel especial pride in the work they have done towards 
the betterment of the working women and children, and some ex 
pressed recognition is due our inspectors from the public whom they 
serve so well. 

It is regrettable that there has been no legislative nor municipal 
gain for women no extension of the ballot for women on the same 
basis as it is extended to men. The government received two deputa 
tions upon this question, but as usual have taken no practical steps 
to remedy this injustice, nor even to seriously consider the matter. 

Every individual has certain inherent rights, that of life, and the 
liberty to express that life. The movement for woman suffrage is 
only one phase of the eternal warfare of all the centuries for human 
liberty. Is it rational to expect women as a whole to move in the 
interests of their own self-government, since no class of men have 
ever done so? 

Women suffrage (like man suffrage) must come through the gen 
erous action of those who possess the power to extend the ballot. In 
fact, the world s history proves that more women (in proportion to 
their numbers) have asked for the ballot than have men of any dis 
franchised class. 

We have read and heard much condemnation of the apathy of the 
800 women voters who should have voted at the last election. Well, 
considering that women have been taught for many centuries that 
this planet (if not the universe) would alter its relations in space, it 
is small cause for wonderment that women do not exercise this 
natural right. 
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Then ye who condemn must recollect that the ballot is given to a 
limited class unmarried women and widows the class least likely 
to be keenly interested in the protection of home and nation. Then 
again, a large proportion of our women voters are elderly women, so 
when one stops to reason upon the subject, takes cognizance of the 
vast amount of unpleasant criticism, the total absence of ethical or 
just principles in the minds of most men and women, combined with 
the bigotry and prejudice that this whole question has been sur 
rounded with, one is amazed, perhaps, that any woman has the hardi 
hood to brave the perils and defy the prejudice of the ages. 

It is only through righ.t thinking that the race can be perfected, 
for right thought is productive of right action ; and while the social 
thought continues to regard the mental, legal, economic and political 
claims of women as unworthy of attention, woman s happiness, worth 
and work will be lightly estimated and branded with the stamp of 
inferiority. 

Men and women gain immeasurably by the study of public inter 
ests ignorance is replaced by knowledge, falsehood by truth, unjust 
distinctions effaced, largeness of aim and view and the foundation 
laid for the evolvement of the race. We urge, therefore, for your con 
sideration these different recommendations and beg to express the hope 
that women who have the opportunity will not be neglectful of their 
responsibilities towards the nation of whom they comprise so distinct 
and great a part.

LADIES WESTERN HOSPITAL BOARD. 

In reviewing the work accomplished by the Ladies Auxiliary 
Board during the time that has elapsed since our annual meeting in 
November, 1904, we cannot but feel it has been a very bright one in 
the Board s history. Many improvements, as well as new buildings, 
have been added to the Hospital. The number of patients are more 
than can be accommodated ; in fact, everything shows steady advance 
ment, owing very largely to the untiring efforts of the members of 
the Ladies Board who have worked so unanimously together in every 
undertaking gotten up by the Board. This is clearly shown by the 
results of the opera which was given, the proceeds of which was 
$688.50. The donations for the past year have amounted to $125. 
This is apart from the opera donations. 

The Treasurer s report shows that the finances of the Board are 
in a most gratifying condition. 

The laundry question has been a most perplexing one to the Hos 
pital authorities for the past year. An annex was built, the basement 
of which is to toe used as a laundry, but it necessitated a great deal of 
careful study to secure such machinery as would not disturb the 
patients. All this will incur a great deal of expense, towards the 
;payment of which the Ladies Board consented to assist materially. 

The Christmas season of 1905 was made as bright as possible for 
the patients and nurses. A number of ladies appointed to look after 
that work certainly spared no trouble. There was a Christmas tree 
ladened with gifts for the nurses and house surgeons. The Hospital 
and tents were beautifully decorated. Wreaths of holly were in every 
room : from the top of the building down every place was decorated 
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with holly, green and red wreathing. Doorways and halls were fes 
tooned and bannisters wound with the pretty bright colors. The 
young ladies on the Flower Committee provided books for public ward 
patients, and by no means the least important item was the sumptuous 
dinner provided for all. The ladies who undertook this work have the 
hearty thanks of all those connected with the Hospital.

CANADIAN HOUSEHOLD ECONOMIC ASSOCIATION. 

In presenting the report of the Household Economic Association, 
we are pleased to be able to state that our meetings continue to grow 
in interest and in attendance. We have now a membership of sixty, 
with an attendance at the monthly public meetings of between one 
and two hundred. 

These public meetings are held on the second Tuesday of each 
month in the theatre of the Education Department. They consist 
chiefly of addresses by prominent men and women, on subjects calcu 
lated to give a practical and scientific knowledge of the affairs of the 
household. Already this season we have heard Dr. Adalyn K. Pigott 
speak on " The Growing Girl," and Alderman Dr. John Noble on the 
subject of " Health : What it is, how to get it, and how to keep it." 
In the immediate future, on the second Tuesday of this month, we are 
to have Dr. Cephas Guillet s lecture on " Adolescence," and in the fol 
lowing months, " Food Adulteration," by Mr. F. J. Smale ; " The Land 
of the Czar," by Mr. J. D. Allan, and the " Nutrition of the Body," by 
Miss Laird. 

We also have regular Executive meetings on the fourth Tuesday 
of each month, which, by the courtesy of the President, are held at 
her home on Henry Street. At these meetings, besides the regular 
routine of business which is attended to, subjects of interest are dis 
cussed informally. 

The Association possesses a library of about sixty books on the 
subjects of sanitation, hygiene, chemistry, child study, domestic 
economy, dietetics, building and household arts, and culture and con 
duct of life. These books are in constant circulation, those on the 
subject of culture and conduct of life being most in demand. 

Since the last annual meeting of the Local Council a committee 
from our Association, as requested by the Local Council, interviewed 
one of the factory inspectors with regard to the unsanitary conditions 
of the housing of employees in certain factories, and also the Provin 
cial Health Officer, to ascertain to what extent the Public Health Act 
may be interpreted to regulate these conditions. A full report of the 
result of the work of this Committee was given to the Council at a 
meeting in April, 1905, by the Convener of the Committee, Miss 

Lawson.

TORONTO HUMANE SOCIETY. 

The Toronto Humane Society has recently taken a forward step 
in the appointment of Mr. James Smith as Special Officer to promptly 
investigate cases of cruelty to animals and to advance the interests 
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of the work generally, thus materially supplementing the work of 
our Humane Officer. With the rapid growth of the city this step 
was found to be absolutely necessary if the Society desired to in any 
proper manner overtake the important work for which it was organ 
ized. Naturally this additional appointment involves additional 
expense, and we look with confidence to the increased liberality of 
our friends to help us meet all liabilities. 

We wish to make it clear to the public that there is now no delay 
in having complaints attended to, as our special officer calls three 
times a day for reports and at once takes action. We would with all 
the strength in our power urge citizens to report any cruelty they 
see. In fact, the public at large are greatly to blame for not doing so, 
as scarcely any cruelty can take place without someone seeing it. Our 
officer cannot be everywhere. Remember that, as Ruskin says, " He 
that is not actively kind is cruel." We promise that all complaints 
will be treated as confidential unless permission is especially given to 
act otherwise. 

The Society can point with reasonable pride to the influence 
which it has exercised during the eighteen years of its existence. It 
has taken an active part in many good movements and has been 
instrumental not only in putting a stop to much cruelty, but has 
actively promoted a policy of kindness, thoughtfulness and love. 

Under its auspices several very worthy movements have been 
brought into existence, notably the Children s Fresh Air Fund, the 
Children s Aid Society, and the Royal Canadian Humane Association 
for rewarding bravery in life-saving. 

Much remains to be done and much more could be done in 
Toronto, where the demands upon the Society have grown with the 
city s growth, did the funds at the Society s disposal permit. 

It has been suggested that the members make a special effort to 
secure among their friends and the citizens of Toronto, additional 
subscriptions to be treated as part of general revenue or applied to an 
endowment fund, as the subscribers may decide. 



WOMAN S ALLIANCE OF THE UNITARIAN CHURCH. 

The Woman s Alliance of the Unitarian Church of Toronto is com 
posed of members of the church and others, either of the general con 
gregation or friends from outside who are interested in its proceed 
ings. 

The work of the Alliance follows largely the lines of similar 
church organizations. During the past year it has been active in 
endeavoring to promote the social, religious, intellectual and philan 
thropic spirit of its members and of the church. 

Meetings are held the first and third Thursdays of each month, 
and after the transaction of the regular business the time is devoted 
to reports or studies on particular topics of general interest to the 
society. 

Two years ago the study of South Africa, geographically and his 
torically, was undertaken. Last year this part of the work was more 
varied, short reviews of books of liberal thought being presented by 
individual members. This year, in addition, a series of brief exposi 
tions of James Martineau s " Study of Religion " are being given by 
Mrs. Eliza R. Sunderland, wife of the pastor. 

A part of the philanthropic work is carried on by a committee 
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working in connection with the City Relief Society and having a fund 
available from the Alliance to meet special appeals. Help is also 
given through other channels. During last year money was provided 
for the relief of the widows and orphans of Japanese soldiers, also of 
the Russian Jews, and for the eduactional work in the Southern 
United States. 

The Alliance follows with interest the progress of the work of 
the Council, in the furtherance of which there is a sincere desire to 
aid.

WOMAN S ART ASSOCIATION. 

The Woman s Art Association has to report a year of progress in 
all departments of its work. 

Our worthy and indefatigable President while in the Maritime 
Provinces last summer organized new branches in Halifax, N.S., 
Fredericton, N.B., and Moncton, N.B. 

A new departure to be recorded is having " Life Patrons," His 
Excellency Lord Grey having consented to head the list, which is fill 
ing up, as well as the list of " Annual Patrons." 

The exhibition of the " Art of the Netherlands " was successfully 
carried on for six weeks and proved especially interesting to those 
who have not enjoyed the advantages of travel in foreign countries. 

The bookbinding classes have been unusually well attended, and 
excellent work done. 

The Art Study Club is this winter taking up " Old Testament Sub 
jects in the Art of the Italian Renaissance," illustrated by photo 
graphs of the old pictures. The interest in the club is manifested by 
the very large attendance two mornings in the month. 

Handicrafts and home industries have made tremendous advance. 
Formerly we obtained all our homespuns from the Province of 
Quebec, but now the Maritime Provinces have a large number of 
women engaged in this work. In order to create a greater interest 
and give fresh impetus to these workers, members of the Association 
have generously donated prizes for weavings, dyes, spacings, etc. 
Owing to the pressure of this part of the work the Gallery is neces 
sarily used as a depot for the goods, and is open every day from 
10 a.m., with a young lady in charge. 

A supply of handsome embroidery and needlework, done by the 
Russian, Galician, and Persian women of the North-West, is always 
kept on hand, and orders taken for these, as well as homespuns, which 
are ordered by samples. Basketry is also one of the handicrafts, 
samples of which are always on hand. 

The Association has many lace-makers at work. Orders may be 
given for lace, as well as old laces mended. The laces include 
Limerick, Maltese, Honiton, Duchess, Irish crochet, etc.

ONTARIO GRADUATE NURSES ASSOCIATION. 

In presenting this first report of the Ontario Graduate Nurses 
Association may I be permitted to explain to the National Council of 
Women that our Association is yet in its infancy, having been organ 
ized only in March, 1904. It may interest your members to learn 
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what led to its organization, which I shall endeavor to present as 
briefly as possible. 

Prior to the organization of the Ontario Graduate Nurses Asso 
ciation, there were no nurses associations in Ontario except in con 
nection with a few of the larger hospital training schools where gradu 
ates had formed their Alumnae Associations. These associations proved 
to be highly successful, and are still very effective in bringing gradu 
ates together and keeping them in touch with one another. Perhaps 
they have been most effective in interesting nurses in their profession 
and its possible advancement. However, the opportunities for pro 
gress in this direction are necessarily restricted in Alumnze organiza 
tions, well adapted as they are to deal with matters of local interest 
and with subjects of particular concern to their own membership. In 
1903 several graduate nurses who had been actively interested in 
Alumnae work considered that the time had arrived for a larger 
organization which would embrace all graduates throughout the Pro 
vince, and through its larger membership would be strong enough to 
undertake and accomplish much that was badly needed in the interests 
of the nursing profession. 

Communication with many nurses throughout the Province dis 
covered that there were but few Alumna? Associations organized, but 
brought a hearty response from many graduates who gave assurance 
of their support and co-operation towards forming a Provincial Asso 
ciation. Accordingly, in March, 1904, an organization meeting of 
graduates was held in Toronto, and our Association was launched. 

As expressed in Article 2 of the constitution, its objects are : 
" The advancement of the educational standards of nursing ; the 
maintenance of the honor and standing of the profession, and the 
furtherance of necessary legislation in the interests of the public, the 
physician and the nurse." 

Commencing with a comparatively small membership our first 
year s work had necessarily to be directed towards increasing our 
membership. Owing to the entire lack of any organization amongst 
nurses in some parts of the Province, and the isolated nature of a 
nurse s occupation, together with the long intervals between general 
meetings, it has been a work of some difficulty to get in touch with 
nurses resident at distant points. To add to the difficulty we have 
not had in Canada a nursing journal of wide circulation through 
which we might reach and interest nurses. However, since the 
organization of our Association I am glad to say that a very creditable 
journal has been established, The Canadian Nurse. Although at 
present it is only published quarterly, we look forward to its monthly 
publication, possibly under the auspices and direct control of our 
Association, of which it has been made the official organ. 

The second meeting of the Ontario Graduate Nurses Association 
was held in Toronto, April 22nd, 1905. The large attendance at this 
meeting was sufficient evidence to show the animated interest of all 
nurses in the important work before them, members being present 
from all parts of the Province. A very large amount of work was 
accomplished. The President spoke briefly of the work before the 
meeting, and pointed out the necessity of completing the constitution 
so as to prepare for incorporation. After many discussions which 
were thorough, but were characterized by the best of good feeling, the 
constitution and by-laws were adopted. The Association at this meet 
ing decided to affiliate with the National Council of Women. 

During the past year the Legislative Committee have been actively 
working on " registration," and have done a great deal to stimulate 
interest in this important subject. 
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On their invitation Miss L. L. Dock, of New York, Hon. Sec. of 
the National Congress of Nurses, gave an address on " State Regis 
tration," on October 19th, in the Normal School, Toronto. Miss Dock, 
who has spent the greater part of the past four years studying the 
subject of " registration," both at home and abroad, first dwelt on the 
meaning and need of registration, and then gave the history of the 
movement. Her address was listened to with the greatest interest, 
and while many nurses had realized the value of registration, the able 
presentment of the subject by Miss Dock has unquestionably stimu 
lated local nurses to active effort towards securing necessary legisla 
tion in Ontario. 

Short addresses were also given by Prof. Irving H. Cameron and 
Dr. J. N. E. Brown, both of whom assured the nurses of the support 
of the medical profession in their efforts to secure legislation. 

Mrs. Willoughby Cummings, Secretary of the National Council of 
Women, gave an interesting account of a paper sent by the Legislative 
Committee of the Association, which was read at the annual meeting 
of the National Council held in June last. Mrs. Cummings assured 
the meeting that the National Council were ready and anxious to 
assist the nurses in any way in its power. The lecture was well 
attended by graduates and undergraduates from the local training 
schools. 

A special general meeting of the Association to discuss the draft 
of the proposed bill for registration and incorporation, which had 
been prepared by the Legislative Committee, was held in Toronto on 
December 28th last. This meeting was splendidly attended and was 
a further evidence of the great interest in the subject that has been 
awakened amongst nurses. The President in her opening remarks 
acknowledged with gratitude the untiring efforts of the Legislative 
Committee, and made special mention of the Convener, Miss East 
wood s, services. The proposed bill was thoroughly discussed and 
enthusiastically adopted by the meeting, and will be presented to the 
coming session of the Legislative Assembly of Ontario. 

It was moved and carried unanimously that the sincere thanks of 
the Association be tendered to the Hon. J. W. St. John and to Dr. 
Helen MacMurchy for their valuable assistance rendered to the Asso 
ciation in framing the Bill, and that they be elected honorary members 
of the Association. 

It was also moved and carried unanimously that a hearty vote of 
thanks be tendered the National Council of Women for their assur 
ance of support to the Association in its efforts to obtain legislation. 

In conclusion, I am pleased to inform. you that under the stimulus 
of an awakening interest in the requirements of the profession our 
membership is steadily growing. At our last general meeting fifty- 
four new members were enrolled.

WOMEN S WELCOME HOSTEL. 

The Women s Welcome Hostel was opened for the reception of 
immigrant women of a respectable class on September 1st, although 
not formally until November 1st. A grant of $1,000 was voted for its 
maintenance at the last session of the Legislative Assembly, with the 
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understanding that a house should be rented for the purpose. This 
was found to be impossible, and in order to purchase, the first Min 
ister, on a guarantee given by the Board that the work should be 
carried on, allowed the grant to be used as part of the purchase 
money. The property purchased has a frontage of 35 feet, with a 
depth of 164 feet, and is situated on the north side of Wellesley Street 
the price paid being $7,000. Of this $3,500 has been paid, leaving a 
mortgage of $3,500 upon the property at 5 per cent. The house has 
been furnished to accommodate 26, and can be extended to give tem 
porary room for 36. 

Since Sept. 1st 90 adults and 12 children have been received, 
lodged and given board for from one day to three weeks. 70 have 
been bona fide immigrants, who have been given 24, or when arriving 
on Saturday night, 36 hours free board and lodging in return for the 
Government grant. The remainder have paid at the rate of 50 cents 
a day, or $2.75 or $3.00 a week, according to accommodation. On Oct. 
4th there were 29 in the house, and on only two nights since the 
Hostel was opened have the inmates been reduced to the staff. 

Recognizing our obligations to the whole Province, an endeavor 
has been made to scatter the maids as much as possible over this area. 
St. Catharines, Hamilton, Grimsby, London, Guelph, Stratford, Brant- 
ford, Brampton, all received their quota. 

Cards have been printed and sent to the different recognized 
emigration officers and associations in the Old Country with whom the 
Board are in correspondence, and a large number of women of a 
good class is anticipated in the early spring. 

The Women s Welcome Hostel has been incorporated, and a seal 
is being made, bearing its title and a significant design. The full report, 
with a list of the subscribers, will be printed immediately, and sent to 
all interested in the work. It is also intended that a short leaflet, 
giving particulars of the terms of board, etc., of the Hostel, and advice 
as to the opportunities for employment, the proper clothing, etc., to 
bring to Canada, and such other hints as may be useful, will be printed 
and furnished to those wishing to come to Canada, and more particu 
larly to Ontario. 

A large correspondence has been received and answered from 
many parts of the Province. A telephone, at a cost of $53.50 a year, 
has been installed. A book with a full entry of the history of the 
immigrant is kept, giving name, nationality, date of arrival, destina 
tion, name of employer, wages received, age, calling, religion, whether 
the immigrant has received a loan, and the amount returned by her 
from time to time. Many of these girls are only enabled to emigrate 
because of loans made to them by organizations in Great Britain, and 
these loans are repaid by the girls through our agency. 

Since the work began, now nearly three years ago, upwards of 
$800 have been refunded to the associations at home who have loaned 
the immigrants the whole or part of their passage money. 

During the winter months when there are few immigrants arriv 
ing, a few more permanent boarders have been accommodated, but 
ample room has always been reserved for those coming to Toronto. 

The above is but a brief epitome of the work done. It is impos 
sible in it to give an idea of the value of the Hostel to the women 
arriving at the Union Station, often with only enough money to carry 
them to their destination, and who, without the Hostel, would have 
been left without shelter for the night. Much gratitude has been 
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expressed for its establishment and the aid it has been to both em 
ployer and employed, which is sufficient guarantee of its continuance 
and of the important place it holds in the work of the Immigratior 
Department of the Government.

INFANTS HOME AND INFIRMARY. 

The Infants Home and Infirmary of Toronto has now for over 
thirty years worked steadily for the preservation of infant life, and 
during that time has gradually overcome the prejudices of those who 
at first were dubious as to its objects. The public has come to realize 
that if we are to have men and women in this Dominion, physically 
and mentally fit to build up a worthy nation, care must begin at the 
cradle, and it is here the work of our Infants Home commences. 

Many here will remember the law of 1897 for the protection of 
infant children which we of our Home, this Council, and others, 
helped to forward, and we will be glad to know that it has been produc 
tive of much good, and that here in Toronto, where it is carefully 
carried out, it is working most satisfactorily. I would like to impress 
on the local Councils the desirability of urging other cities to adopt it. 

Time only permits me to touch upon one more matter, but one 
of mutual interest and great importance, namely, the protection cf 
feeble-minded women. I feel I cannot do better than quote from Dr. 
Bruce Smith s last report to Government as to the Infants Home, in 
which he says : 

" Of the 19 mothers that are at present in this Home, 7 are feeble 
minded, and their mental capacity is such that they should not be per 
mitted to go at large. My inspection impressed me that as soon as 
possible there should be established an institution for the care of 
these feeble-minded women. Several of the children in that Home 
present marked evidence of mental weakness, and the probabilities 
are that in future years several of these must be cared for in one or 
other of our public institutions." 

The children Dr. Bruce Smith alludes to are the children of the 
defective mothers, and we of the Infants Home feel very deeply the 
responsibility of allowing these mothers and children to go out into 
the world, but are powerless to prevent them, and do hope that before 
long this pressing matter may be legally dealt with.

THE WOMEN S CANADIAN HISTORICAL SOCIETY.

As it is 
the one building of marked historic value left in Toronto, we would 
ask all to join with us in endeavoring to preserve so i-nteresting a 
landmark to the city and Province. 

The Memorial Fund to erect a Hall to commemorate our late 
beloved sovereign, Queen Victoria, is growing slowly, and last Novem 
ber amounted to $3,500.

Torrington, 
devotes much of his time during the season in training a local 
orchestra for oratorio performances, thus developing local musical 
resources. The presentation of " The Messiah " last Christmas was 
one of the most successful ever given by the Society. The soloists 
were Miss Eileen Millett, Mrs. Grace Carter Merry, Mr. Ruthven Mac- 
el onald, of Toronto, and Mr. E. C. Towne, tenor, of Chicago, who were 
also the soloists at the presentation of " Elijah " last May. The hold 
that Handel s immortal work, " The Messiah," has upon the people 
was evidenced by the immense audience which filled Massey Hall at 
the last performance. In addition to " The Messiah," the Festival 
Chorus usually gives a second oratorio or other work during the 
season. The Chorus has now under preparation Gounod s oratorio, 
" The Redemption," to be given early this spring, and from the in 
terest shown by the attendance at rehearsals another success is 
assured. The Chorus will also sing in Mendelssohn s " Hear My 
Prayer " with Madame Albani in Massey Hall in March. The Chorus 
numbers three hundred and the orchestra fifty.

ABERDEEN ASSOCIATION. 

The work of the Toronto Branch of the Aberdeen Association has 
been steadily pursued throughout the past year.

The Executive Committee have held nine meetings during the 
year and have discussed fresh applications and other business. They 
have received many offers of literature from Toronto and elsewhere, 
for all of which they are most grateful.

HAVEN AND PRISON GATE MISSION. 

Curing our last institutional year we were able to shelter 454 
women, girls and little children. These were of varied ages, nation 
alities and religions, and of still more varied characters, ailments and 
troubles. 

Of these 454 cases, 64 women and 29 children belonged to what 
may be called forlorn and helpless respectability. Some of them were 
troublesome because of mental weakness, others on account of physi- 
fcal ailments or extreme old age, but against none of them could be 
brought any charge of wrong-doing. These rather more than one- 
fifth of our inmates for the year belonged to classes not included in 
the original plan of Haven work, but who have been, as it were, thrust 
upon us because no more suitable place was open to them. 

Referring to our inebriates and unfortunates the two classes 
that legitimately belong to us we can only report continued patient 
efforts in dealing with our drinking women. Results are always under 
shadow of doubt, because habit is so strong and their power of resist 
ance so weakened by indulgence. Yet we know that they do make 
brave efforts to conquer this, their besetting sin, and we work with 
them and for them, praying and hoping ever. 

We have more encouragement in dealing with the girls on the 
Haven side of the house. Within the last three years at least 20 of 
these have been married, and, so far as we can judge, they have a 
full average chance of happiness. Of the others, 34 are out in respec 
table places of service, earning an honest living and leading good 
lives. 

During last year 87 women and girls were sent to situations, and 
12 of these took their babies with them ; 52 went home to their 
friends, 27 taking their babies with them. All these arrangements 
gave much satisfaction. Our total daily average for the year was 79. 
This number was greater than our capacity in air-space provided for, 
but it was better for them to be crowded than to be left on the street. 
We are looking forward to additional space and better accommoda 
tion by the building of a nursery wing in the near future, towards 
which Senator Cox has subscribed $5,000, in memory of Mrs. Cox, 
whose interest in our good work -suggested to her the necessity of 
such an addition to the Home. 

Our aim in religious matters is that every girl and woman shall 
have an opportunity during her stay with us to learn " the Way of 
Life." To this end we have a brief, bright prayer-service every morn 
ing, a regular Gospel service, or concert, or entertainment, every 
evening ; of the week except Saturday and two regular services on Sun 
day. These are well sustained by kind Christian workers of all denom 
inations, and we have reason to believe that our inmates appreciate 
the efforts made.

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THE GIRLS HOME. 

In the Home this month 89 inmates are reported. During 1905, 
95 girls have been admitted and 124 discharged. Five are out at ser 
vice in comfortable homes, where their employers are interested in 
their welfare. 

The health of the children is excellent, much of this, no doubt, 
owing to the scrupulous care of the matron. 

The school record shows progress, also the kindergarten. Twenty- 
four of the older girls are receiving instruction at the Lillian Massey 
School in Domestic Science. This is given free of cost. The financial 
condition of the institution is excellent, and we have been able to 
make improvements to the Home.

TORONTO WOMEN S MEDICAL ASSOCIATION. 

During the year 1905 the Toronto Women s Medical Association 
held five business meetings, including the annual meeting. Three new 
members have been added to the Society, making a total membership 
of seventeen. The most important matter discussed has been the ques 
tion of getting representation for women on the staffs of Toronto hos 
pitals. The Local Council has promised hearty co-operation in this 
matter, but owing to the entire reorganization expected with the build 
ing of the new hospital, it has been decided to take no active steps in 
the matter at present. A committee is at work gathering informa 
tion regarding the position of women on the staffs of British and 
foreign hospitals. Largely due to the efforts of the Local Council, 
Dr. Cockburn was appointed to the Cobourg Asylum in 1901, and it is 
hoped that with its aid additional appointments may be obtained. 
Considerable work has also been done in securing information for 
the Committee on Health of the National Council concerning the 
health of Toronto, and the condition of women and children in homes, 
factories and shops, a full report of which is not yet ready.

receive the same pay as men when they do similar work.

TORONTO F3CEBEL SOCIETY. 

In presenting this report I think we may say that the year 1905 
has been a red letter year in our history as a society, having, under 
the efficient leadership of Miss Currie, Supervisor of Toronto Kinder 
gartens, entertained the ; International Kindergarten Union, which met 
in convention in our city last April. 

Although international in name, the Union had never before 
emphasized its international character by meeting outside the United 
States, and it seemed especially fitting that Toronto, the home of 
prominent workers in the organization, should be chosen as the meet 
ing place. 

Those who attended the convention were delegates from all parts 
of Canada and the States, and included the most prominent lecturers 
and writers along kindergarten lines, viz., Miss Susan Blow, of 
Cazenovia, N.Y. ; Miss Harrison, Chicago ; Miss Poulson ; Mrs. Mary 
B. Page, Chicago ; Miss Patty Hill, Louisville ; Miss Josephine Jarvis, 
Miss Wheelock, and many others. 

The Rev. Chancellor Burwash, Mayor Urquhart, and Mr. C. A. B. 
Brown, Chairman of the Board of Education, were present at the open 
ing meeting, and welcomed the visitors to our city. In responding to 
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these addresses of welcome, Miss Annie Laws, President of the Union, 
stated that it was with peculiar pleasure the Union accepted the invi 
tation to Toronto, for Mrs. Hughes is still held in close relationship 
with them and is, in fact, the Mother of the Union. She also stated 
that the chief work of the most important committee at the present 
time is " to maintain a true standard of Frrebel s principles." 

Many valuable papers were read and discussed at the morning 
and afternoon sessions, and much pleasure and profit derived there 
from. The lectures delivered in the evening by Miss Marie Shedlock, 
of London, Eng., and Prof. Surette, of Columbia University, and by 
our own Prof. Clark, of Trinity College, were also much appreciated. 

Other features of the work of our Society during the year have 
been monthly meetings for conference and study. On two occasions 
we had the pleasure of listening to Mrs. Hughes, and on another after 
noon to a lecture by Prof. Coleman. 

Our plans for the future include a series of lectures on geology, 
beginning Jan. 16th, to which our members and friends are looking 
forward with much interest.

ALUMNAE ASSOCIATION OF UNIVERSITY COLLEGE. 

Looking ever to its main object, which is to promote good fellow 
ship between graduates and undergraduates of the College, this Asso 
ciation gave a tea on June 8th, 1905, for the graduating class. On the 
same afternoon, in the Ladies Reading Room, the Curzon Memorial 
Committee, Miss Patterson, Convener, unveiled a brass tablet in 
memory of Miss Curzon. 

Three meetings for city graduates have been held during the 
winter. At the first two, interesting papers were read on the early 
and middle periods of Florentine art, the early history of music, and 
the home life of the Florentines of the Renaissance. Good photo 
graphs, Perry Pictures, and an exhibit of art books from Tyrrell s, gave 
added pleasure. The third meeting was held on Jan. 26th at Queen s 
Hall, 7 Queen s Park, the residence for University College women, 
which has been much enlarged during the summer. Miss Hill, of the 
Local Council, gave a talk on the work of the International Council, 
which was followed by a Barmecide Feast, modelled on the Arabian 
Nights story of the Barber s fifth brother. 

One of the standing committees, that on occvipations, has been 
doing good but uphill work in trying to secure positions for graduates 
and undergraduates. It keeps on hand calendars of library schools, 
etc., self-help literature from other universities which have well-estab 
lished information bureaus, and gives away gratis a great deal of mis 
cellaneous information. From time to time its members meet the 
undergraduates and discuss possible careers. This year the Committee 
has filled three positions, and has two now in view. The great needs 
of the Committee are money, to make its work more permanent, and 
outside interest in helping to secure positions. 

The Association also maintains its interest in the settlement work 
carried on at Evangelia House, where one of our graduates is a 
valued resident worker, and where others go several nights a week 
to assist in teaching.

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ASSOCIATED CHARITIES. 

The guiding principles of this Association are, first, strict investi 
gation of all cases ; second, careful adjustment of relief to the needy, 
and regard for the self-respect of the poor. 

The Associated Charities does not interfere with the internal man 
agement of any existing Charity but strives in every way possible to 
assist them in all other respects. 

It is with pleasure that we bring to the notice of the members 
the large decrease during the past year in the number of persons 
applying to the different organizations for charity. This is no doubt 
due largely to the good times that exist, and to the amount of work 
going on in our city. Nearly every organization with which we are 
in touch reports a decrease in the number of applicants, particularly 
amongst those who have been residents of our city for some time. It 
is true, however, that in our own office the numbers applying have 
increased over those of last year, but this is largely attributable to 
the fact that the applicants are mostly of the immigrant class or new 
comers to our city. Large numbers of these persons come from the 
industrial centres of Great Britain, and being used to city life, refuse 
to work on the farms, preferring to labor in the city. This has been 
a difficult problem to deal with, on account of the undesirable class 
that come here. Some are physically unfit for the work they find 
here, and we have had to assist in returning them to the Old Country. 

The decrease in out-door relief has been very noticeable. In 
examining the records, names are found of persons who had been 
receiving help for years, but are now in steady employment, and are 
not being assisted. It may be safely said that if it were not for the 
fact that many of the immigrants to this city are of an undesirable 
class, a large saving would be shown in the expenditures from the 
different charitable organizations. 

The work of our Employment Bureau during the year has been 
most important, employment being found for 209 persons. If mer 
chants, manufacturers, contractors, builders and others requiring men 
and women would only communicate with our office, we could assist 
them very much, as we are nearly always in a position to attend to 
their wants without delay, and they would be at the same time assist 
ing in helping the poor to help themselves. 

We are pleased to be able to announce a large increase in the 
number of churches, societies and individuals who are co-operating 
with us in our work. We have at the present time nearly double the 
number we had on our books last year. We are also indebted to the 
House of Industry, the Toronto Relief Society, and to the St. Vincent 
de Paul Society, for having assisted us materially. 

Begging from house to house now seems to be a thing of the past. 
During the year seventeen cases only were reported, and it is believed 
that the decrease was largly due to the distribution of many thousands 
of cards warning the citizens against giving indiscriminately to per 
sons applying at their homes. 



LOCAL COUNCIL OF JEWISH WOMEN, TORONTO. 

At the last election of officers Mrs. S. Jacobs was unanimously 
elected President. She has displayed considerable interest in the work 
of the Council, being ably seconded by the other officers and by the 
members generally. 
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Fortnightly meetings have been regularly held during the session 
lor the study of the Bible and Jewish history. At these meetings 
papers were contributed by various members. The Rev. S. Jacobs has 
shown his usual kind interest in all the proceedings of the Council. 

An open meeting was held on the evening of November 30th at 
the Temple Building, at which Mr. F. D. Benjamin took the chair 
Addresses were given by our President, also by Mrs. Torrington, Mrs. 
Willoughby Cummings, and the Rev. S. Jacobs. An interesting paper 
on " Jewish Women in Art and Letters " was read by Miss E. Birken- 
thal. Music and recitations added greatly to the evening s enjoyment. 
Members of the Council continue to do excellent work in connection 
with the sewing school, at which an average of one hundred and fifty 
children attend at the classes held weekly. 

Great interest is also taken by the Council in the Sabbath School. 
Besides the weekly attendance of one of our members, it may be noted 
all the lady teachers, of whom there are five, are members either of 
this Council or the Junior Council. 

This year has seen the formation of another section of the Junior 
Council under the guidance of Mrs. J. S. Cohen.

Great is the 
existing deplorable evil, and great is the necessity for assistance to 
help to drag our fellow-beings from the mire. As a preventative of 
the crime, agents have been appointed by several societies to meet all 
incoming trains and provide safe shelter for young women strangers 
who might easily fall prey to the enemy. Co-operation has been given 
by the railway station officials, who gladly testify that since these 
agents have so faithfully pursued their work the number of undesir 
able frequenters at the railway depot is very marked.

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CONSTITUTION 

OF THE 

TORONTO LOCAL COUNCIL 

IN FEDERATION WITH THE 

NATIONAL COUNCIL OF WOMEN OF CANADA 



PREAMBLE. 

Believing that the more intimate knowledge of one another s work 
will result in larger mutual sympathy and greater unity of thought, 
and, therefore, in more effective action, certain Associations of Women 
interested in Philanthropy, Religion, Education, Literature, Art, and 
Social Reform, have determined to organize Local Councils, and to 
that end join in the following : 

CONSTITUTION. 

ARTICLE I. NAME. 

This Federation shall be called the Local Council of Women of 
Toronto in affiliation with the National Council of Women of Canada. 

ARTICLE II POLICY. 

The aim of the Local Council is to bring the various Associations 
of Women in Toronto into closer relations through an organized 
union ; but no Society entering a Local Council shall thereby lose its 
independence in aim or method, or be committed to any principle or 
method of any other Society in the Council, the object of which is to 
serve as a medium of communication and a means of prosecuting any 
work of common interest. 

ARTICLE III. MEMBERS. 

Sec. 1. Any Society of Women, the nature of whose work is satis 
factory to the Executive Committee of the Local Council, may become 
members of said Council by its own vote. 

Sec. 2. -The women of any organization, composed of both men 
and women, may associate themselves by their own vote and join said 
Local Council. 

Sec. 3. Any women representing organized Societies of Women 
which by reason of internal regulations cannot affiliate, and which it 
is at the same time desirable to have represented, may be invited by 
the President and Executive to join the Committee. 
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ARTICLE IV. OFFICERS. 

The officers of the Local Council shall consist of a President one 
or more elected Vice-President, ex-offlcio Vice-President (Presidents 
of all Societies federating in a Local Council), a Corresponding Secre 
tary, a Recording Secretary, and a Treasurer. 

These officers shall comprise the Executive Committee, whose 
business it shall be to control and provide for the general interests of 
the Council. Five members shall constitute a quorum of this Com 
mittee. 

ARTICLE V. MEETINGS. 

Sec. 1. This Local Council shall hold Annual Meetings for the 
election of officers and other business. 

Sec. 2. The Committee of Arrangements shall consist of the 
Executive Committee. 

Sec. 3. At the Annual Meeting each Society belonging to the 
Council shall have five votes (exclusive of that cast by the President). 

Sec. 4. All other members of any Society belonging to the Coun 
cil may have the privilege of participating in all discussions that may 
arise at the Annual Meeting, but may not vote. 

Sec. 5. Other meetings of the Local Council may be held from 
time to time as may best promote the interests of said Council. 

Sec. 6. All new business to be brought before the Annual Meet 
ing of the Local Council must first be submitted to the Executive Com 
mittee as a notice of motion. 

ARTICLE VI. FEES. 

Each Society federating in this Local Council shall pay an annual 
fee of $2.00 towards the expense fund of the said Counci 1. 

ARTICLE VII. PATRONS 

Sec. 1. Any person whose name is acceptable to the Executive 
Committee may become a Patron of the Local Council upon the pay 
ment of $5.00 annually, or $50.00 at one time. 

Sec. 2. The names of Patrons shall be placed with those of the 
Executive Committee on all printed documents. 

Sec. 3. Any person whose name is acceptable to the Executive 
Committee, and who is not connected with any affiliated Society, may 
become a member of the Local Council on payment of $1.00 annually, 
and may take part in the proceedings and discussions of the public 
meetings of the Council, but is not entitled to vote. Such members 
shall receive free all literature published by the Council. 

Sec. 4. Any person whose name is accepted by the Executive 
Committee may become a Life Member of the Local Council on pay 
ment of a fee of $15.00, and may take part in the proceedings and dis 
cussions of the public meetings of the Council, but is not entitled to 
vote. The names of such Life Members shall be printed immediately 
after those of the Life Patrons of the Local Council, and they shall 
be entitled to receive free all ordinary literature published by the 
Local Council. 

ARTICLE VIII. AMENDMENTS. 

This Constitution may be altered or amended by a two-third vote 
of the Local Council at any annual meeting, provided that such altera 
tion be in harmony with the Constitution of the National Council, 
notice of the proposed change having been sent to the Executive of the 
National Council two months, and to each Society belonging to the 
Council at least one month, prior to such meeting.

IX FEDERATION WITH THE 

NATIONAL COUNCIL OF WOMEN OF CANADA 



I. MEETINGS. 

1. The Annual Meeting of the Local Council shall be held during 
the last week of January of each year, unless an alteration of the date 
is deemed advisable by the Executive. 

2. The Local Council shall hold three regular public meetings 
(exclusive of the Annual Meeting) during the year, the date of such 
meetings to be left to the Executive to decide. 

3. The order of business at the Annual Meeting of the Council 
shall be as follows : 

1. Prayer. 

2. Roll call. 

3. Minutes of last Annual Meeting. 

4. President s opening remarks. 

5. Correspondence. 

6. Appointment of members of the Council as returning officers 

and tellers for the ballot voting, if necessary. 

7. Annual Reports. 

8. Reports of Local Societies and Institutions. 

9. Appointment of Auditors. 

10. Voting for Officers by ballot. 

11. Amendments to Rules and Standing Orders (if any). 

12. Motions of which due notice has been given to the Executive 

Committee, and by them to each Affiliated Association, and 
Amendments relevant to the motions before the meetings. 

13. Other business. 

(This order to be followed as near as possible at all public 
meetings.) 

4. Special Meetings of the Local Council for urgent businiess may 
be convened by the President at her own discretion, or at the request 
in writing of three members of the Executive. 

5. Standing Committees and Sub-Committees may be appointed by 
the Executive as may be found necessary for the efficient carrying on 
of the business of the Council. Each of such Committees shall appoint 
a Secretary, who shall present a report, first to the Executive and then 
at one of the regular public meetings. 

6. A preliminary Agenda for the Annual Meeting shall be sent out 
to each Affiliated Society and Institution two months before the An- 
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nual Meeting, and shall be laid before each such body for discussion 
along with the nomination papers for officers, in order that sugges 
tions as to any notice of amendment, alteration, support, or withdrawal 
may be sent back to the Executive three weeks after its receipt. The 
final Agenda, as amended, shall be returned a month before the An 
nual Meeting in order that each Society may be able to consider it at 
their ordinary monthly meeting, and shall instruct their delegates how 
to vote. 

7. Resolutions from affiliated Societies and Institutions must be 
received by the Corresponding Secretary two months before the An 
nual Meeting, in order that they may be placed on the preliminary 
Agenda, and be sent out for the consideration and amendment of the 
affiliated organizations. Amendments can be sent in when the pre 
liminary Agenda is returned to the Corresponding Secretary. 

8. If a two-thirds majority of the National Executive deem any 
resolution sent by the Local Councils or Nationally Organized Socie 
ties unsuitable or inadvisable for presentation to the Council, it shall 
not be placed on the Agenda. The votes composing the above two- 
thirds majority shall be given, either personally or in writing, by the 
actual members of the said Executive. 

9. Motions shall be placed on the Agenda, either by the Executive 
Committee or by any of the affiliated bodies, but no resolution shall be 
sent in by any individual. 

10. Delegates shall occupy seats, allotted by the previous arrange 
ment to the representatives of affiliated Societies and Institutions. 

11. The public is privileged to attend the meetings of the Council, 
not including the meeting of the Executive Committee. 



II. DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 

1. The President, or, in her absence, one of the elected Vice- 
Presidents, shall preside at all meetings of the Local Council and its 
Executive. She shall take a general supervision of all its work. 

2. One of the elected Vice-Presidents of the Local Council shall 
act in the absence of the President, or the Executive may appoint 
an Acting President. 

3. The Recording Secretary shall keep a correct record of all 
meetings and of all motions and resolutions, shall prepare an Order 
of Business of each meeting, and attend to all printing. 

4. The Corresponding Secretary shall have charge of all corre 
spondence, read the roll call, and keep a correct list of all the affiliated 
Societies and their authorized representatives. She shall also present 
a full report of the year s proceedings at the Annual Meeting. 

5. The Treasurer shall receive, collect, and hold all moneys of the 
Council, disbursing the same by order of the President. She shall pay 
out all accounts by means of cheques, and shall have her book audited 
by an auditor appointed by the Council, before presenting her Annual 
Report. All subscriptions and fees shall be acknowledged by official 
receipt, signed by the Treasurer. 



III. ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 

1. Nomination papers for the officers of the Local Council shall be 
sent out by the Executive to each affiliated Society and Institution two 
months before the Annual Meeting, and shall be returned by them 
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within three weeks after receipt to the Corresponding Secretary, filled 
in in accordance with the instruction of each affiliated Society or 
Institution. 

2. Nominations for officers of the Local Councils may be made by 
each affiliated Society or Institution, and by the Executive Committees 
of Local Councils, but not by individual officers of the same. 

3. Election of officers shall be by ballot. 

4. The Corresponding Secretary shall make a list of all nomina 
tions received, and shall send a copy of such list to each officer, 
affiliated Society or Institution of the Local Council, one month before 
the Annual Meeting, in order that each affiliated Society or Institution 
may be able to instruct its delegates to vote for the candidates which 
it prefers. 

5. The ballot papers for the election of general officers shall be 
supplied to each member of the Council by the returning officers. The 
voters shall be required to mark their papers and hand to the return 
ing officers. No member of the Council shall receive a second ballot 
paper, except from the returning officers in exchange for the one pre 
viously given. 

6. In case of the resignation or death of an officer during her 
term of office, a successor shall be elected by the Executive to serve 
during the remainder of such term. 



IV. RULES OF OKDER. 

1. Every person when speaking shall stand, and shall address the 
chair. 

2. The President may at any time take the opinion of the Council 
as to the length of time to be allowed for discussion of any motion, 
and shall then, at her own discretion, limit the time for the speaker. 

3. The President of the Council, or any member, may, at the close 
of any speech, propose, without debate, " That the question be now 
put " ; and if the motion be seconded and carried by a majority, the 
original resolution, or the resolution as amended, shall be at once put 
without debate. 

4. Every motion shall be proposed, or, in other words, read by the 
presiding officer before it is open to debate or amendment. Only two 
amendments shall be proposed at one time to a motion or question. 
In other words, there shall be only three questions at one time before 
the Council, the main motion, an amendment, and an amendment 
thereto. But when an amendment to an amendment is disposed of, 
another amendment can be proposed, provided it is not one similar to 
that already voted on. But a motion for the adjournment of Council 
or debate is always in order under such circumstances. 

5. Motions and amendments shall be voted on in the reverse order 
to that in which they are submitted, the last amendment being thus 
voted on first. 

6. All special motions shall be in writing, and shall be seconded 
before being put from the chair, but motions for the adjournment of 
Council or of debate, or for the previous question, or mere routine 
business, need not be written. 

7. A motion that is not seconded may not be proposed from the 
chair, and no entry thereof shall be made in the minutes. 

8. A motion may be withdrawn with the consent of the members 
of the Council present, or, in other words, without a negative voice. 
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9. Any member may require the question under discussion to be 
read at any time of the debate, but not so as to interrupt a speaker. 

10. A motion to adjourn is always in order, and shall be voted on 
without debate, when there is a question under consideration ; when 
there is no such question under discussion, and the motion for adjourn 
ment is a substantive or main motion, a debate thereon is permissible, 
but it must be confined to the question of adjournment. A motion to 
adjourn cannot be amended, and must be simply, " That the Council 
be now adjourned," or " That the debate be now adjourned." A motion 
that the Council do adjourn to a particular day or hour, is always 
amendable with respect to the day or hour. 

11. No question or motion can be regularly offered if it is sub 
stantially the same as the one on which the judgment of the Council 
has already been expressed during the meeting of the Council. 

12. Amendments must be relevant to the subject-matter of the 
original motion. 

13. The Secretary or Recording Officer shall make no entry of a 
motion or proposed resolution except it is proposed by the chair. 

14. The presiding officer shall decide all questions of order, subject 
to an appeal to the Council, and in explaining a point of order or pro 
cedure, she shall state the rule or authority applicable to the case. 

15. No member shall speak twice to a motion or question, except 
in explanation of a material part of her speech in which she may have 
been misconceived, but then she may not introduce new matter. A 
member who has spoken to a motion may speak again when a new 
question or an amendment is proposed to the motion. A reply shall 
be allowed only to the mover of a main or substantive motion. 

16. When two or more members rise to speak, the presiding officer 
shall call upon the member who, in her opinion, first rose in her 
place ; and should more than one member rise at once, the presiding 
officer shall determine who is entitled to the floor. 

17. No member shall speak to any question after the same has 
been fully put by the presiding officer. 

18. If a member was not present in the hall and did not hear the 
question read or " put " by the presiding officer, she shall not vote on 
that question. 

19. When a debate on a question is concluded, the presiding officer 
shall proceed to put the question. If a question has not been heard, 
she shall read it again to the meeting. Having read the question on 
which the decision of the meeting is to be first given, she shall take 
the sense of the members by saying, " Those who are in favor of the 
motion or amendment shall say aye, " " those who are of the contrary 
opinion shall say no. When the supporters or the opponents of the 
motion have given their voices for and against the same, the presiding 
officer shall say, " I think the ayes have it," or " I think the noes have 
it," or " I cannot decide." Any member of the Council feeling a doubt 
as to the correctness of the decision may call for a division. 

20. On the general business of the Council, the sense of the dele 
gates shall be taken in the usual parliamentary method of asking for 
ayes and noes, as prescribed in the foregoing order. In cases where 
a division is called for, the vote shall be taken by calling over the roll 
of affiliated bodies, when the vote of each such body shall be given 
by the delegate or delegates present.

21. The President, or person occupying the chair, shall have a 
casting vote when there is a tie, but shall not otherwise vote as a 
member of the Council. 

22. In the event of the full number of delegates from any affiliated 
Society or Institution not being able to attend, the full number of 
votes to which each such body is entitled shall be given by such dele 
gate or delegates as are present. 

23. The responsibility for the appointment and instruction of dele 
gates to the Annnual Meeting rests solely with the ladies appointing, 
and delegates are required to act in strict accordance with the instruc 
tions of the affiliated Society or Institution which they represent, and 
on points which may incidentally arise, as far as they can judge, in 
accordance with the spirit of that organization, and not as individuals 

24. Local Councils shall not bring any matters before the Provin 
cial Legislatures without first receiving the endorsation of the Execu 
tive Committee of the National Council. 

25. When any doubt arises on the proper procedure to be followed, 
reference shall be made to " Dr. Bourinot s Book on Parliamentary 
Procedure and Procedure at Public Meetings." 

V. AMENDMENT or STANDING ORDERS. 

1. The By-laws may be altered or amended at any time by a two- 
thirds vote of the Local Council, notice of proposed change having 
been given at a previous meeting.

I. MEETINGS. 

1. The meetings of the Executive Committee shall be convened by 
the President, or Acting President, at such times and places as may 
seem to her desirable for the efficient conduct of the work of the Local 
Council. Not less than a week s notice shall be given to each member, 
unless some urgent business compels the Committee being called 
together at short notice. 

2. At the ordinary meetings of the Executive Committee the order 
of business shall be : 

1. Prayer. 

2. Roll Call. 

3. Reading, Correction and Approval of the Minutes of meeting. 

4. Correspondence. 

5. Report of Corresponding Secretary. 

6. Report of Treasurer. 

7. Report of Sub-Committees (if any). 

8. Business arising out of Minutes. 

9. Any business carried over from last meeting. 
10. New business. 

3. Special meetings may be called by any three members of the 
Executive requesting the President in writing to convene a meeting. 
A week s notice must be given in such cases, and the place of meeting 
left to the option of the President. The names of the three members 
requesting the meeting shall be mentioned in the notice summoning 
the meeting. 

4. The notice calling each Committee shall contain the terms of 
any important resolution or urgent business of which notice has been 
given in sufficient time so to do. 

II. RULES OF ORDER. 

1. All correspondence of importance shall be submitted to the 
President, and copies of all letters of moment sent out by the Secre 
tary shall be kept and produced, if desired, by the Executive. 
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2. When the President of any affiliated Society or Institution is 
unable to attend a meeting of the Executive, it shall be competent to 
the Executive Committee of such affiliated Society or Institution to 
appoint a substitute to attend in her place, or to empower tluir P.esi- 
dent or representative to appoint a substitute. 

3. The affiliation of Local Societies and organizations shall be 
accepted on the following terms : 

1. Receipt of formal letter enclosing copy of resolution passed 

at the meeting affiliating Local Societies or Institutions. 

2. A statement of the aims and objects of the Society or 

organization. 

3. Payment of affiliation fee. 

4. Approval of the Executive Committee expressed by resolu 

tion. 

4. All correspondence received since last meeting shall be upon 
the table, filed according to subject and date. Such general corre 
spondence as the Committee desire to hear shall be read by the Corre 
sponding Secretary, before each subject comes on for discussion, and 
any communication relating thereto, which may be considered im 
portant, shall be read to the meeting. Any member shall be entitled 
to call for the reading of other communications. 

5. A memorandum of notes sent by absent members and a record 
of attendance shall be kept by the Recording Secretary. 

6. Any part of the regular business of a meeting may be taken up 
out of its regular order, or any special business may be taken without 
notice, only when a motion of urgency has been passed by a majority 
of not less than two-thirds of the members present. 

7. Every notice of motion for the Agenda shall be sent in to the 
Corresponding Secretary in writing, and shall be signed by the mem 
bers of the Committee sending it in. 

8. All motions or amendments, other than mere formal ones, shall 
be reduced to writing. 

9:i Motions to rescind resolutions passed within six months, and 
motions to the same effect as motions negatived within the previous 
six months, must be passed by a majority of two-thirds of the mem- 
bers present. 

10. The President, or person occupying the chair, shall have a 
casting vote in the case of a tie, but shall not otherwise vote as a 
member. 

11. Every member of the Committee when speaking shall address 
the chair only. 

12. The Standing Orders shall not be suspended unless by a 
unanimous vote. 

13. The above Standing Orders shall be observed by the Sub- 
Committees so far as they are applicable.
